W ashington, Aug. 18 (AP)—Any­ 
time Congress gives the word, a n a ­ 
tion-wide highway program is ready 
for launching. 
Not even an appropriation Ls im ­ 
mediately necessary. All Congress 
needs to do Is say til at the war- 
created emergency no longer exists. 
Congress already has authorized 
expenditure of a billion dollars a 
year by the federal government, to 
be m atched by an equal am ount 
from state governments, during the 
first three years after the war. Tills, 
Congress said, will begin a 40,000- 
mile system of national Inter-state 
highways. In addition it provided 
$37,500,000 a year for forest roads; 
$6,000,000 a year for access roads 
$10,000,000 a year for parkways and 
$66,000,000 a year for access roads 
to Indian reservations. And it said 
$107,000,000 of earm arked federal aid 
funds—a balance from previous ap­ 
propriations, will be available for 
use when the emergency Is ended.

governm ent-owned

plants will tie taken over by private I 
Industry during the next few m onths j

disposal of some $10,000,000,000 of 
surplus plants and equipm ent pre­ 
dicted today that sales and rentals 
—up to now only a trickle- will in­ 
crease substantially before long 
Tlie.se officials, anonymous a t their 
request, forecast also th at private 
enterprise will put these facilities 
into 
civilian 
production 
quickly 
enough to absorb thousands of re­ 
leased war workers. 
Tile job of disposing of around 
1.000 government plants and fed­ 
erally-owned 
additions 
to 
private 
holdings had scarcely begun when 
the war ended 
Bo far none of the governm ent’s 
huge aircraft, alum inum , magnesium 
and synthetic rubber plants actually 
have been sold These, together with 
vast steel plants, make up the lion's
